autonomous-aesthetic phenomena--were all three of those 
prerequisites fulfilled simultaneously--did the primary 
gravitational and electromagnetic forces that affect all 
coordinates on the planet earth become art-productive as 
it were at that time/were some spatial coordinates on the 
planet earth then more attract-ive to Homo sapiens than 
others/was there a change in the mental and/or physical 
qualities of those who were situated at those coordinates 
at that time or was there a change in the relationship 

of those who were at those coordinates at that time to 
those coordinates qua coordinates/qua physical geography? 
Or were the spatial coordinates and the physical geography 
potentially art-productive before Homo sapiens at those 
coordinates were art-productive? Or were the spatial co- 
ordinates and the Homo sapiens situated at those coordinates 
potentially art-productive before the physical geog- 
raphy in question was art-productive? Or were the 
physical geography and the Homo sapiens at those coor- 
dinates potentially art-productive before the spatial 
coordinates in question were art-productive? Whether 
those prerequisites were fulfilled simultaneously or 
whether one or two of those prerequisites was/were Puts 
filled before the other(s) those Homo sapiens who at the 
end of the last glacial period brought into existence works 
of art would not have been interested in or capable of 
bringing into existence works of art--would not have been 
interested in utilizing the principles of revison that 
are abstracted from nature by artists and utilized by 
them to bring into existence works of art--if all three 
of those prerequisites had not been fulfilled at that 
time--which does not mean certainly that other kinds of 
phenomena can not be produced at particular coordinates 
on the planet earth if all three of those prerequisites 
are not fulfilled certainly not {what can be said of 
those phenomena that are brought into existence for ex- 
ample at spatial coordinates on the planet earth at 
which the primary gravitational and electromagnetic forces 
that influence those coordinates qua coordinates/qua 
physical geography are potentially art-productive but 

the beings situated at those coordinates are not capable 
of bringing into existence works of art--either because 
of their mental or physical limitations or because of 

the particular nature of their relationship to those 
spatial coordinates qua coordinates/qua physical geog- 
raphy? J] but it does mean that Homo sapiens situated at 
those spatial coordinates on the planet earth will not 

be interested in/will not be capable of creating works 


of art unless those three prerequisites are fulfilled.
